weapons* On 29 and 30 June « each 50 soldiers wearing red-bordered 
black epaulets and equipped with entrenching tools, telephone equipment* 
and cable reels were seen* The Hindenburg Kaserne and Koenig Georg Kaserne 


not changed * The main gate was again closed since 26 June* 
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1 L driven by a soldier with red-bordered black epaulet 
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signal insignia left the Kirehbaeli Kasorneo The sentry at the gate
